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WASHINGTON (AP) -The California 


secretary of state says a tax lawyer's 
^refusal to testify about a presidential 
conversation "raises the question of just 
what was discussed" immediately after 
the lawyer backdated a deed to 
President Nixon's vice presidential 
papers. 


Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown 


Jr. revealed Thursday that the lawyer, 
Frank De Marco Jr., invoked the 
attorney-client privilege in refusing to 
say under oath whether he told the 
President the deed was signed mere 
than a j'ear after it was dated. 


Brown is a candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for California 


governor. His camapign staff has been 
capitalizing on the Nixon papers issue in 
promoting Brown. 


"De Marco has every right —even the 


duty —to claim the privilege unless the 
President agrees to waive it," Brown 
said. But the state official indicated he 
may ask Nixon to waive his right or to 
give his own version of the conversation. 


Nixon's deputy press secretary, 


Gerald L. Warren, said Thursday that 
the President and De Marco "did "not at 
any time discuss any backdating of the 
deed nor did the President know 
anything about it." 


Warren also said that Nixon did not tell 


De Marco to invoke the attoraev-cheni 


privilege when questioned about the 
deed. 


De Marco was questioned in private 


disposition proceedings in Los Angeles 
Wednesday. The questioning was by a 
lawyer on Brown's staff, which has been 
investigating irregularities in the 
signing and notarizing of the deed. 


A congressional committee and the 


Internal Revenue Service also are 
investigating the handling of the papers, 
which Nixon valued at $576,000 and gave 
to the government, claiming income tax 
deductions as a charitable contribution. 


Brown said De Marco first told 


investigators several weeks ago that the 
deed was signed by Edward L. Morgan, 


then deputy White House counsel, and 
notarized by De Marco on April 21,1969. 
That was after it was dated —on March 
27, 1969 -but before the July 25, 1969, 
expiration of a law permitting such 
deductions. 


De Marco said the signing took place 


at breakfast at the Century Plaza Hotel 
in Los Angeles. Morgan said he recalled 
signing the document in De Marco's law 
offices in Newport Beach, Calif. 


The investigators later discovered that 


the typewriter on wh"~h the deed was 
typed wasn't purchased by De Marco 
until the offices were moved to Los 
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WASHINGTON (AP) -With the fuel 


shortage tightening its economic grip, 
the nation's unemployment rate rose 
from 4.8 per cent to 5.2 per cent in 
January, the biggest monthly increase 
in four years, the government said 
today. 


The Labor Department blamed actual 


or anticipated shortages of gasoline and 
other petroleum products for a sub- 
stantial loss of jobs last month in the 
aviation, automobile and recreation 
industries. 


Nearly 370,000 workers lost their jobs, 


raising total unemployment in the nation 
to a seasonally adjusted 4.7 million. This 
pushed the jobless rate over five per cent 
for the first time since last May. 


Administration economists predict 


the job situation will continue to worsen 
this year due to the fuel situation and 
general economic downturn. The White 
House has estimated the rate will climb 
to about six per cent but a number of 
private economists believe it could go to 
seven or eight per cent, depending on 
how long the fuel shortage lasts. 


January's increase in the jobless rate 


was the largest since January 1970 when 
it rose from 3.5 to 3.9 per cent. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 


nonfarm payroll employment-, which 
grew rapidly last year, leveled off in 
December and then dropped by 260,000 
last month. 


The bureau said that while the loss of 


jobs to the fuel shortage was substantial 
it was unable to give precise figures as 
to just how many jobs were lost to 
shortages of fuel and how many were due 
to the economic slowdown that began 
even before the Arab oil shutoff heigh- 
tened the energy crisis. 


However, in a separate report, the 


Labor Department said that of 2.5 
million 
persons 
receiving 


unemployment insurance benefits for 


the week ended Jan. 12, 152,500 blamed 
their loss of jobs on the energy crisis. 
This was 21,000 more than the previous 
week. 


The rise in joblessness last month 


occurred mainly among young adults 
and teen-agers, with the unemployment 
rate for 20 to 24 year-olds rising from 7.7 
to 8.5 per cent. The teen-age jobless rate 
jumped from 14.4 to 15.6 per cent last 
month, after holding steady throughout 
the second half of 1973. 


For women 25 and over the 


unemployment rate of 4.2 per cent was 
unchanged from the previous month 
while for men over 25 the rate rose from 
2.4 to 2.7 per cent. 


In a racial breakdown, the jobless rate 


for whites climbed from 4.4 to 4.7 per 
cent last month, while the rate for blacks 
jumped from 8.6 to 9.4 per cent. The rate 
for both groups was at its highest point 
in more than a year. 


The loss of jobs for young adults 


caused a sharp increase in the 
unemployment rate for Vietnam 
veterans, increasing by a full percentage 
point to 5.2 per cent in January. For 
recently discharged veterans aged 20 to 
24, the jobless rate increased from 7.5 to 
10.6 per cent. 


Total employment in the country stood 


at 85.8 million, about unchanged for the 
third straight month. 


The nation's jobless rate, after 


hovering at about five per cent for most 
of last year, fell to a 1973 low of 4.5 per 
cent in October before starting its rise in 
November as the economy cooled and 
employers began anticipating fuel 
shortages. The last time the rate stood at 
5.2 per cent was in November 1972. 


The biggest increase in joblessness 


last month took place among blue-collar 
workers and principally reflected a 
large number of layoffs in the auto 
industry, the government said.

Israeli shsps will not be allowed to use 
the canal until Israel withdraws from 
Arab lands occupied in the 1967 and 1973 
Arab-Israeli war, the semiofficial 
newspaper A! Ahram reported. 


Israel occupies Jordan's west bank, 


Egypt's Sinai Peninsula, the Gaza Strip, 
Syria's Golan Heights and the Arab 
sector of Jerusalem. 


Sadat also is demanding that Israel 


recognize the rights of the Palestinian 
people, the Arabs who claim that Israel 
was carved from their land. 


Sadat's statement came during a 


meeting Thursday with the chief 
Palestinian guerrilla leader, Yasir 
Arafat. 


The 1967 Arab-Israeli war rendered

"I 
presume theie are more dead above," no 
said, estimating that the bodies still in 
the building cou3d number "20 more." 


In February of 1972, a fire devastated 


a department store and office building 
not far from the bank building that 
burned today. Twenty persons died in 
the 1972 fire, some of them also jumping 
from the 29-story Andrazis Building. 


As firemen worked today to brsng 


sarvKrors down the ladder, two persons 
jumped or fell from higher balconies and 
hat the ladder. In one case, the impact 
tamociked two other persons off the ladder 
to the street several stories beiow. 


More than an hour after the fire 


started, two more rescue ladders were 
put up. 


A rescue worker with a bull horn 


shouted up to persons trying to get to the 
ladders: "One at a time. All will be 
saved. Go siowly." 


By II a.m., two hours after the lire 


started, flames were no longer visible an 
the gutted structure. A few persons stain 
waated to be rescued from iHgh bal- 
conies, and the helicopters picked up 
people on the roof. 


Sandeira Plaza, in front of the bank 


building, was jammed with red fire 
trucks and white ambulances. 
Thousands of persons watclbed the fire 
from nearbv streets.

proposals of Nixon or those of Sens.

or many others in or out of Congress. 


What do you do about insurance 


In the meantime, what do you-a 


typical middle-income individual—do 
about health insurance? 


(1) Hold onto any old disability policy 


you might have if your health is im- 
paired. If you want to expand your 
disability insurance, keep your old 
policy and supplement it —but do not 
replace it. because it undoubtedly, 
carries a lower premium reflecting 
your younger age when you bought it. If 
your health is good, you may be able to 
get cheaper coverage, even though you 
are now older. 


(2) Check whether the policy you are 


considering is what is known as "non- 
cancellable guaranteed renewable." 
Under this type of policy, your 
premiums can't be raised unless they

(3) Check whether the policy has a 


conversion privilege, so that you can, if 
necessary, transfer your coverage to an 
individual basis-if, say, you leave an 
employe group for a new job, or you 
leave your family's contract in order to 
be married, etc.-without having res- 
trictive waiting periods imposed on you. 


(4) At the same time, be sure to check 


whether any refund is owed to you on 
your previous policy. 


Investigate maternity benefits 


(5) Investigate carefully how mater- 


nity benefits are paid, if you are a single 
woman and plan to remain so; impor- 
tant changes are being made in res- 
ponse to changing attitudes about 
.morals and sex discrimination. Many 
more plans, for instance, are providing 
payments for unmarried 
women, 


including maternity benefits for babies 
born out of wedlock. 


(6) Don't waste your money carrying 


duplicate coverage. It's possible you'll 
be able to collect on both policies-and 
maybe even make a profit on an 
illness-but many insurers are coor- 
dinating their payments to prevent this. 
Usually, one policy, the first or primary 
one, is given preference by the company 
and the second policy will pay only that 
part of the medical bill not covered by 
the first. 


(7) Check into your coverage for 


mental illness, for health insurance 
coverage for this illness is becoming 
much more readily available. Also, 
many Blue Cross policyholders have 
some mental illness coverage, although 
it is sharply limited in most cases. ) 


(8) Look into a little-known benefit 


now available in some disability in- 
surance policies called "income " in- 
surance for the breadwinner's wife." 
This covers the cost of household help if 
the wife becomes ill or disabled. 


(9) While this may not be your 


problem, it's a disease widespread 
enough for you to become aware that 
many insurance companies include al- 
coholics 
in 
their 
rehabilitation 


programs and will provide personal 
medical and social aid, often sending 
the alcoholic to a specialized rehabili- 
tation center. 


And even those insurers that do not 


pay for such specialized treatment al- 
most always cover treatment for al- 
coholism in their hospital and disability 
policies. 


Note coverage of children 


(10) Note at what age your policy 


covers your children. Children should 
be covered from birth and not, as some 
policies state, from the age of two 
weeks. It's the first two weeks in the life 
of your baby that very often are the 
most expensive medically. 


(11) If you pay your own premiums 


directly, save money by paying on an 
annual or quarterly 
rather than 


monthly basis. 


(12) And important as it is to know 


just what is covered under your health 
insurance, it's even more important to 
know what is excluded from coverage. 
Knowing what's excluded won't help 
you pay for the condition if it arises, but 
at least you won't be hit by the blow at 
the worst possible time-when you're 
flat on your back. And you might be 
able to arrange for the coverage else- 
where. 


And while you are following all these 


hints to protect yourself on your own, 
support your representatives who are 
fighting to create a national health 
insurance system with meaningful pro- 
tection for us all. no matter what our 
age, sex, color, income bracket or 
marital status.

The result will be. that as 
the child matures, he or she will seek 
to obtain more and more. 


It

agreed 
by 


psychologists that a child learns more 
during the first six years of life and 
that some potentlities will disappear if 
they are not developed in early years. 
As a result children are enrolled in the 
Linsmeier schools between the ages of 
two-and-one-half and six. 


By starting with concrete yet simple 


equipment and gradually adding to 


them, the child meets success at each 
step along the path of learning. Suc- 
cess becomes a habit that is expected. 


The program covers such things as 


learning to take care of oneself and the 
surrounding environment. It gives the 
youngsters training in the senses, in 
reading, mathematics, foreign 
lan- 


guage, vocabulary, science and music 
through a series of brief — usually not 
more than a minute and one-half — 
lessons that continue through the class 
period. 


This 
year, 
however, 
parents 


expressed interest in extending the 
length of the class period so training in 
large muscle development, music, and 
art could be added. The children also 
are given a snack of crackers and juice 
during this interim. 


However, parents still have the op- 


tion of enrolling their children for only 
the learning session or for the com- 
bination and for as many days per 


school week that they wish. There are 
classes in session five days per week.

Lampshades 
of fabric are 
easily cleaned 


Many lampshades are washable, par- 


ticularly those made of fabric that are 
sewn not glued. Any trim, in color or 
pasted-on, should be removed before 
washing. 


Refurbishing consists of filling the 


bathtub or dish sink with enough warm 
water to cover the shade. Add detergent 
and swish to dissolve. 


First, vacuum the shade inside and 


out to remove surface dirt. Then im- 
merse the shade in the water and agitate 
by moving from side to side and up and 
down. For stubborn dirt, rub with a 
well-lathered soft-bristled brush. Rinse 
in several changes of clean water. Dip 
up and down. 


Dry the shade by tieing a string to the 


middle of the frame. Then hang it over 
the bathtub or from a clothesline out- 
doors to drip dry. Or pat dry with a 
bathtowel. 


Plastic, plastic-coated, laminated or 


parchment shades can be cleaned with a 
sponging of thick suds. To rinse, wipe 
-.vith a damp cloth and dry with a-clean 
cloth.

When baking casseroles, such as 


macaroni and cheese, tuna and noodle 
dish or chicken tetrazzini, mix a dou- 
ble recipe. Use one that same day and 
pop one in the freezer for baking and 
serving at a later date.

Use appliances efficiently 


Nfc.W YORK — How you use your 


appliances — which consume about 25 
per cent of the energy in an average 
house —can make a radical difference in 
their energy demands. Following are 
some conservation tips from the current 
issue of a home magazine. 


Thaw large frozen roasts, poultry and 


casseroles before cooking; double or 
triple recipes and freeze surplus for 
later use; preheat oven and broiler only 
when necessary; don't open oven door 
needlessly while cooking (an average 
peek causes temperature to drop from 
25 to 75 degrees); when possible, warm 
food and plates with retained heat after 
oven is turned off. 


Turn on heat after pan is placed on 


surface unit; use a minimum of water 
when cooking to heat more quickly; use 
the right size pan for the unit...flat-bot- 
tomed, straight sided pans with tight- 
fitting covers are best; use high heat to 
bring foods to a boil, then reduce heat to 
simmer; when boiling water for tea or 
coffee, use only as much as needed; 
pressure cookers cut down the cooking 
time of most foods; glass-ceramic pans 
require lower heat settings than metal 
cookware. 


Position refrigerator and/or freezer 


away from range and direct sunlight; be 
sure food packages don't block air vents 
in chill or freezer sections; keep con- 
denser coils free of dust and lint; don't 


put warm foods in refrigerator unless 
recipe calls for quick chilling; open the 
door only as often and for as long as 
absolutely necessary: make sure door 
gasket is tight by closing a dollar bill in 
the door ... if it pulls out easily, a new 
gasket is needed. 


Appliances such as fry pans, corn 


poppers, slow cookers, coffee makers 
and fondue pots use less energy than the 
same jobs done on a surface unit or in 
the oven; portable cooking and heating 
appliances should be kept out of drafts 
which lower their efficiency; utilize 
•timers on appliances; don't leave ther- 
mostatically controlled appliances 
plugged in (frypans, for example)...it's 
too easy to leave the dial slightly on, 
causing a leakage of electricity.

WASHINGTON-Egil (Bud) Krogh's 


implication that John W. Dean III lied 
under oath to the Senate Watergate 
committee was tremendously cheering 
to the White House but added absolutely 
nothing one way or another to the 
overriding 
question 
of 
Dean's 


credibility. 


In his taped, nationwide TV interview 


over CBS's "60 Minutes" Sunday night, 
ex-White House aide Krogh asserted 
that Dean told him last March 20 the 
President "just doesn't know what's 
been going on" in the Watergate cover- 
up. But in his own prepared and sworn 
testimony, Dean revealed a similar 
conversation with another White House 
aide. In truth, neither conversation 
sheds any light on whether, as Mr. 
Nixon maintains, he first learned of the 
cover-up from then White House coun- 
sel Dean March 21. 


The March 13 conversation 


Actually, the possibility of the 


President's cover-up involvement—cen- 
tral 
to 
impeachment 
pro- 


ceedings — revolves around what 
Dean and he talked about previous to 
March 21. Most important is the March 
13 conversation 
in 
which 
Dean 


alleges-and the President denies-they 
talked about executive clemency and 
cash, payments for the Watergate 
burglars. 


Either by design or accident, Krogh's 


interview with CBS's Mike Wallace 
dovetailed with the renewed White 
House assault on Dean's credibility. 
Talking publicly after his sentencing for 
the "plumbers" burglary of a psychia- 
trist's office, Krogh seemed eager to 
assert confidence that the President had 
no part in the Watergate cover-up. 


"I would like to say the reason is not 


just faith," said Krogh. His evidence is 
a two-hour March 20 meeting with Dean 
in which Dean said: "Bud, 
the 


President is being badly served. He just 
doesn't know what's been going on." 
From 
that 
conversation, 
Krogh 


concluded Mr. Nixon knew nothing 
about the cover-up until informed by 
Dean March 21. 


Credibility under cloud 


While declining to call his "very close 


friend" Dean a liar or perjurer, Krogh 
implied as much. He indicated that 
Dean "might not have perjured him- 
self" if he was not telling him the truth 
Warren told he 
misquoted judge 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —A Circuit 


Court judge says speech remarks 
attributed to Wisconsin Atty. Gen. 
Robert W. Warren have misinterpre- 
tated a decision concerning corporation 
tax breaks. 


Judge Richard Bardwell, in a letter 


Tuesday to the Republican attorney 
general, said he had been quoted as 
ruling that corporations can deduct the 
costs of wining and dining public 
officials. 


"I did not hold that expenses for 


wining and entertaining public officials 
were either deductible or, for that 
matter, legal," the judge said. 


Warren told a Milwaukee meeting of 


county prosecutors last week that 
corporations are abusing tax-deduction 
privileges by buying meals and vaca- 
tions for public officials. 


Tne Republican attorney general was 


quoted as saying a judge has ruled the 
cost of the entertainment can be 
deducted as a business expense, and that 
there is no statute prohibiting the 
practice. 


State's economy to 
weaken in early 
'74, agency predicts 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —Consumers in 


Wisconsin and the rest of the nation will 
experience continued inflation during 
1974, the state Bureau of Research and 
Statistics forecasts in its latest economic 
indicators report, 


The report characterizes 1974 as a year 


of "shortages, demand and inflation." 


Wisconsin's economy will show "signs 


Of weakness" during the first half of the 
year, and rebound somewhat in the 
second half, economist Gerald Snow 
predicted in the report. 


Snow said that because the state is a 


major producer of capital equipment, 
rather than consumer goods, the state's 
industry and labor force will get a better 
break than the country as a whole. 


"Consumers are buying at record 


levels, but prices for food and fuel are 
causing these products to take a much 
greater portion of the consumer's 
income," Snow said. 


Even if the economy adjusts to the 


energy shortage, his report added, only 
about one per cent real growth can be 
expected out of it this year, with the 
remaining seven per cent increase 
forecasted in gross national product due 
to inflation rather than growth.

On Oct. 31, presidential chief of staff 


Alexander Haig so informed Senate 
Republican leaders. Shortly thereafter, 
minority leader Hugh Scott examined a 
White House "document" concerning 
the March 21 Nixon-Dean conversation. 


After we reported recently that con- 
tinued examination of Dean by the 
special prosecutor's office indicated it 
did not consider him a perjurer, Scott 
declared the tapes cleared the 
President and contradicted Dean. 


Scott saw only summary 


Scott contends he saw a transcript of 


the March 21 conversation; people in a 
position to know believe he saw only a 
summary containing verbatim quotes. 
But there is no argument about this: it 
concerned only the March 21 tape, 
which in itself cannot clear the 
President and condemn Dean. 


Special prosecutor Leon Jaworski's 


investigators have now read transcripts 
of all tapes. Contrary to the mistaken 
impression of many (including Krogh, 
who declared over CBS that Dean could 
not be prosecuted further under his 
immunity agreement), Dean most 
definitely can be prosecuted for perjury 
before the Senate committee. But the 
prosecutors have found nothing to 
warrant such prosecution. 


Until the tape transcripts are actually 


released, this transcends all else. While 
a Nixon adviser found Krogh's account 
of his conversation with Dean to be 
"damned helpful" to the President, In 
fact it changes nothing and reveals 
precious little.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) —The Justice 


Department continued a "cautious" 
approach on wiretaps and gained court 
authorization for their use in only seven 
cases in 1973, Atty. Gen. Robert W. 
Warren said Thursday. 


"Wisconsin's very limited and cau- 


tious use of electronic surveillance 
continues to be the significant item in 
my report," Warren said. 


He said that in five of the cases, 


electronic surveillance was used, but in 
the two others, the communications for 
which the court orders were obtained did 
not take place- 


Warren's report went to Edwin Wilkie, 


the state court administrator, and to the 
Administrative Office of the United 
States Courts. 


Warren said only one conversation was 


intercepted in 1973 in which one of the 
parties had not given consent for 
interception. That conversation con- 
cerned the kidnaping and murder of a 
Hillsdale, 111., police officer whose body- 
was found near Rhinelander. 


He said the use of the surveillance led 


to evidence in the officer's death, 
although no arrests or charges have yet 
been made in the case. 


Warren's report said the use of 


electronic surveillance proved ins- 
trumental in gaining convictions 
involving bribery of local officials by 
chemical salesmen.

Actually this is not an uncommon 


finding. It is called ptosis of the colon- 
part of it has sagged lower than normal. 


Years ago, much was made of this 


condition as a "cause of constipation," 
abdominal discomfort or other symp- 
toms which today are found to be 
caused not by the ptosis but rather by 
some unrelated condition such as irri- 
table or unstable colon. 


In a word, ptosis of the colon is found 


quite commonly in folks who are 
slender or on the lean side, but there 
isn't anything to do about it, nor any 
need to do anything. 


If you have no discomfort, forget it. If 


you do have discomfort, look for some 
other cause. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please send me 


a booklet on edema. Does it sometimes 
follow surgery or heart attack? —Mrs. 
A.H. 


Sorry, I have no booklet on that 


specific subject, but I'll try to answer as 
fully as I can in this limited space. 


Edema (pronounced "Ih-DEE-ma") 


is a fancy name for the accumulation of 
fluid in tissues. The term comes from 
the Greek for swelling. . 


Yes, edema can be a result of heart 


disease. The heart pumps blood, and 
since blood is fluid with a variety of 
chemicals mixed in it, any lessening of 
the heart's function indirectly would 
lead to a problem of fluid buildup in the 
body. 


But the heart is not the only potential 


culprit. Any organ that has a function in 
the circulation of body fluids —the liver, 
for example — can cause problems. 
Edema of the abdomen is an ailment 
associated with cirrhosis of the liver. 
Certain lung conditions may cause fluid 
buildup there. These are just a few 
cases. 


It is difficult to answer your question 


directly as to whether edema occurs 
specifically in cases of heart attack or 
in a post-operative situation. An opera- 
tion "affecting the heart or the liver 
could, for instance, bring about the 
problem, but not necessarily. It 
depends on the degree of loss of function 
in any organ affected. 


Generally speaking, if the cause of the 


edema can be treated, the condition can 
be improved. If not, the edema can 
become chronic, to be alleviated by use 
of diuretics or drugs that hasten the 
release of fluid from the body. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is is possible for 


a spanking to cause constipation? We 
have three daughters but only the 
eldest (15) gets constipated for two or 
three days afterwards. My wife says she 
is trying to get even with us, but I 
thought constipation was a digestive 
problem. My wife spanks her with a 
ruler on her bare bottom, but it is never 
severe, it's mostlv her pride that is 
hurt. -H.R.P. 


Of course it's her pride that is hurt, 


and seething resentment (as with other 
strong emotions) can have a physical 
counterpart of one kind or another. With 
her, evidently constipation is the 
physical manifestation. 


But the important thing is that 


spanking on the bare bottom is not an 
acceptable way of disciplining a girl of 
15, and my advice is that you give some 
serious 
thought 
to stopping the 


spankings forthwith. Resolve the 
problem in a more mature way. 


Note to S.R.: Yes, it is still possible to 


breast feed after having silicone 
implants inserted under the breast. The 
implants are placed under the tissues 
which contain the milk glands.

Creek, has written the governor that he 
is "shocked" that Lucey did not 
include funding for bridge construction 
in his budget review proposals for this 
year's session of the legislature. 


Lorge called on Lucey to either sup- 


port an increase in state bridge bond- 
ing authority —which would allow for 
the state to furnish its share of money 
for bridges in Appleton, Fremont and 
seven other communities — or use 
slightly over $40 million of 
the 


projected $54 million that Lucey said is 
available for new programs 
for 


bridges.

Lucey recommended, in a message 


to the legislature Wednesday, that only 
$26 million of that money be spent and 
the rest be held in reserve because of 
the "uncertainty of the national 
economic outlook." 


"While I agree with you that we 


should not enact an increase in the gas 
tax, I still feel that the inadequate and 
hazardous bridges" in the state should 
be funded now, before accidents occur 
or the prices for the spans increase 
any more, Lorge wrote Lucey. 


The state legislature

bridge bonding up to $35 million in 
1989 for one-third help in construction 
of several bridges. Nine of those 
bridges, including a S3.5 million share 
for the Oneida Street span in Appleton 
and a Sl-6 million share for a U.S. 10 
bridge over the Wolf River in Fremont, 
did not get funded before the S35 million 
ran out.

More than 1,000 volunteers will visit 


Appleton homes and businesses this 
month in behalf of the annual Heart 
Fund campaign. The local goal this 
year is §15,000. During the drive, 
workers will distribute literature 
explaining how to reduce heart attack 
and stroke, how to recognize warning 
signs and what action to take in a 
heart-related emergency. 


Fund Chairman Harold Adams said 


the amount would be a small price for 
the community to pay toward the solu-

—cardiovascular disease. 


"Heart disease and stroke result in 


approximately 54 per cent of all deaths 
in the country and claim more lives 
than all other causes combined in our 
state," Adams said. "Right now, one in 
eight Wisconsinites is estimated to 
suffer from some heart or circulatory 
disorder. Chances are that sooner or 
later, all of us will be affected by this 
problem." 


He said Heart Fund contributions aid 


the Wisconsin Heart Association's 
research, education and community 
service programs. 


Adams, president of the First Na- 


tional Bank of Appleton, has followed 
the progress of heart research for 
several years. As a charter member of 
the Community Blood Bank, which is 
nearly 20 years old, Adams has seen 
more and more demands placed on the 
blood center since the advent of open 
heart surgery. 


Having served on both Appleton 


Memorial and St. Elizabeth hospital 
boards, Adams said he is aware of the

victims." 


Heart Fund donations have helped 


make advanced emergency medical

The technician and an assigned 
physician on call at either hospital 
always will be in direct radio contact. 


According to Dr. Thomas Loescher, 


chairman of the emergency medical 


technician training program, West Allis 
is the only community in the state doing 
this transmitting on a steady basis at 
this time. 


Special equipment and advanced 


training are just a few examples of the 
progress being made in the treatment of 
heart and blood vessel disease. Despite 
the great strides of modern medicine in 
curing cardiovascular disease, atten- 
tion is being focused now on its preven- 
tion, Adams said. 


"Public interest in preventing heart 


attack and stroke is growing too," he 
said. "More and more people want to 
know what they shoufd do to keep 
healthy. They need more information 
about high cholesterol, high blood 
pressure, smoking, diet and lack of 
exercise —risk factors that can increase 
their chances of heart attack." 


Realizing the need for dissemination 


of information, Appleton doctors, 
nurses and other interested volunteers 
last year organized a community ser- 
vice and educational organization called 
Heart Watch. A division of the Wiscon- 
sin Heart Association, Heart Watch 
relies solely on Heart Fund support in 
its efforts to prevent heart attack and 
stroke. 


Adams emphasized that by taking 


advantage of the organization's varied 
programs, the community becomes a 
direct recipient of its generosity to the 
Heart Fund.

local organizations.

Four top United States Department 


of Agriculture officials in Wisconsin 
are coming to Appleton Feb. 19 in the 
first of five state meetings which will 
seek public opinion about the future of 
consolidated offices to serve farmers.

one-stop sen-ice centers for United 
States Department of Agriculture 
agencies.

Insurance Corporation and Farmers 
Home Administration.

chaired by Richard Akeley, Madison, 
state conservationist for the Soil Con- 
servation Service-

Stevens Point, state director of the 
Farmers Home Administration; Keith 
Kreul, Madison, state executive direc- 
tor of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, and James 
Deal, St. Paul, of the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation. 


Akeley said no plans for consolida- 


tion of offices will be considered untsl 
after meetings in Apoleron, on Feb. 19; 
Madison, Feb. 21; Black River Falls, 


Feb. 22; Wausau Feb. 27 and Barren 
on Feb. 28. 


"We want to meet with 
the 


people.-.before we come up with a 
plan," said Akeley. He said part of the 
reason for the hearings was to dispel 
rumors of sudden and drastic action 
that had worried some county officials. 


"They should not be jumping to any 


conclusions." 


The committee is responsible for 


submitting a plan for organizing one- 
stop service centers by the end of 
March, said Akeley. Before it can be 
instituted, however, the plan must be 
approved in Washington by United 
States Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials.

years to develop, he said.

Padres stay in San Diego 


SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. (AP) -With 


assurances that professional baseball 
would remain in San Diego, National 
League club owners have approved the 
sale of the Padres to hamburger king 
Ray A. Kroc. 
The unanimous decision, reached at a 


meeting here Thursday, ended an 
attempt to move the floundering 
franchise to the nation's capital. Reports 
of that deal kept many disgruntled 
Southern California fans away from the 
ballpark last year. 


League President Charles "Chub" 


Feeney said the owners had been 
assured the Padres would remain in San 
Diego "in the foreseeable future." 


Kroc, 71, chairman of the McDonald's 


hamburger chain, has promised not to 
move the team at least until 1980, and 
has signed a new stadium lease that runs 
through 1988. The San Diego City Council 
agreed Thurs'day to pay the Padres 
$429,000 a year in subsidies, an increase 
of $144,000. 


But predictably in C. Arnholt Smith's 


long and tortured attempts to sell the 
Padres, there was talk of a last-minute 
hitch. 


"We still have a problem with Mr. 


Smith because 1 understand the Internal 
Revenue Service is attaching our 
check," said Kroc in a radio interview 


from Fort Lauderdale, Fla. "His 
attorney has said if the IRS is-going to 
attach the check then thev don't want to 
sell. 


"W~ say that's toe bad, it wasn't part 


of the contract ... I've heard that if he 
now refuses to sell, the National League 
is going to foreclose on his franchise and 
we'll get it." 


That statement angered a Smith 


attorney, who said, "he's not pushing 
around a hamburger salesman. If he 
wants to take that attitude, then he and 
the National League could find them- 
selves with a nice lawsuit." 


Kroc later said he had only been 


quoting a rumor he had heard. "I hope 
it's not so," he said. Smith was 
unavailable for comment. 


Smith, besieged by government and 


private lawsuits and a $22.8-miliion IRS 
tax claim, tried to sell the Padres last 
year to Washington, D.C., market chain 
owner Joseph Danzansky for $12 million, 
the same price Kroc reportedly is 
paying. 


But Danzansky failed to meet a 


deadline to cover damages expected 


from S84 million in lawsuits filed by the 
city of San Diego for breach of contract 
and alleged antitrust violations. City 
officials have promised to withdraw the 
suits upon approval of the Kroc sale.

Military pay and allowances went 


from $15.5 billion in 1964 to $29.7 billion 
this year. 


Whatever the cost, President Nixon

"For the first time in a 
generation, no young Americans are 
being drafted," the President said in his 
State of the Union address.

WASHINGTON (AP) -With the fuel 


shortage tightening its economic grip, 
the nation's unemployment rate rose 
from 4.8 per cent to 5.2 per cent in 
January, the biggest nu-rthly increase 
in four years, the government said 
today. 


The Labor Department blamed actual 


or anticipated shortages of gasoline and 
other petroleum products for a sub- 
stantial loss of jobs last month in the 
aviation, automobile and recreation 
industries. 


Nearly 370,000 workers lost their jobs, 


raising total unemployment in the nation 
to a seasonally adjusted 4.7 million. This 
pushed the jobless rate over five per cent 
for the first time since last May. 


Administration economists predict 


the job situation will continue to worsen 
this year due to the fuel situation and 
general economic downturn. The White 
House has estimated the rate will climb 
to about six per cent but a number of 
private economists believe it could go to 
seven or eight per cent, depending on 
how long the fuel shortage lasts. 


January's increase in the jobless rate 


was the largest since January 1970 when 
it rose from 3.5 to 3.9 per cent. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 


nonfarm payroll employment, which 
grew rapidly last year, leveled off in 
December and then dropped by 260,000 
last month. 


The bureau said that while the loss of 


jobs to the fuel shortage was substantial 
it was unable to give precise figures as 
to just how many jobs were lost to 
shortages of fuel and how many were due 
to the economic slowdown that began 
even before the Arab oil shutoff heigh- 
tened the energy crisis. 


However, in a separate report, the 


Labor Department said that of 2.5 
million 
persons 
receiving 


unemployment insurance benefits for 


the week ended Jan. 12,152,500 blamed 
their loss of jobs on the energy crisis. 
This was 21,000 more than the previous 
week. 


The rise in joblessness last month 


occurred mainly among young adults 
and teen-agers, with the unemployment 
rate for 20 to 24 year-olds rising from 7.7 
ta8.5 per cent. The teen-age'jobless rate 
jumped from 14.4 to 15.6 per cent last 
month, after holding steady throughout 
the second half of 1973. 


For women 25 and over the 


unemployment rate of 4.2 per cent was 
unchanged from the previous month 
while for men over 25 the rate rose from 
2.4 to 2.7 per cent. 


In a racial breakdown, the jobless rate 


for whites climbed from 4.4 to 4.7 per 
cent last month, while the rate for blacks 
jumped from 8.6 to 9.4 per cent. The rate 
for both groups was at its highest point 
in more than a year. 


The loss of jobs for young adults 


caused a sharp increase in the 
unemployment rate for Vietnam 
veterans, increasing by a full percentage 
point to 5.2 per cent in January. For 
recently discharged veterans aged 20 to 
24, the jobless rate increased from 7.5 to 
10.6 per cent. 


Total employment in the country stood 


at 85.8 million, about unchanged for the 
third straight month. 


The nation's jobless rate, after 


hovering at about five per cent for most 
of last year, fell to a 1973 low of 4.5 per 
cent in October before starting its rise jn 
November as the economy cooled and 
employers began anticipating fuel 
shortages. The last time the rate stood at 
5.2 per cent was in November 1972. 


The biggest increase in joblessness 


last month took place among blue-collar 
workers and principally reflected a 
large number of layoffs in the auto 
industry, the government said. 


Israel to be barred 
from Suez Canal 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) —Egypt allocated 


$87iy£ million for restoring the Suez 
Canal and its cities, but a Cairo news- 
paper said today that Egypt won't let 
Israeli ships use the waterway until all 
occupied Arab territory is returned. 


President Anwar Sadat of Egypt said 


Israeli ships will not be allowed to use 
the canal until Israel withdraws from 
Arab lands occupied in the 1967 and 1973 
Arab-Israeli war, the semiofficial 
newspaper AI Ahram reported. 


Israel occupies Jordan's west bank, 


Egypt's Sinai Peninsula, the Gaza Strip, 
Syria's Golan Heights and the Arab 
sector of Jerusalem. 


Sadat also is demanding that Israel 


recognize the rights of the Palestinian 
people, the Arabs who claim that Israel 
was carved from their land- 


Sadat's statement came during a 


meeting Thursday with the chief 
Palestinian guerrilla leader, Yasir 
Arafat. 


The 1967 Arab-Israeli war rendered 


the canal impassable, and it has 
remained closed since. Several towns 
along the canal were heavily damaged in 
the last two wars.

Quake jolts Turkey 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) -A strong 


earthquake jolted Izmir, the port city in 
Western Turkey, early today, killing at 
least two persons, the Anatolia News 
Agency reported. 


Kandilli Observatory in Istanbul said 


the quake measured 5.2 on the Richter 
Scale and was centered about 245 miles 
southwest of Istanbul .

Then buoys and 
other navigational aids would be 
replaced. The canal should be opened to 
limited traffic within six months and 
back in full operation in eigfit to 10 
months, he estimated. 


The chairman of the Chase Manhattan 


Bank, David Rockefeller, was due in 
Cairo today for reconstruction talks. 
Soviet, Chinese, Polish and Italian 
projects are being considered. 


Al Ahram, the semiofficial Cairo 


newspaper, reported that President 
Anwar Sadat ordered his cabinet to give 
priority to reconstruction of the canal 
cities. 


Suez, where 300,000 people once lived 


and only 15,000 remain, is officially 
considered 80 per cent destroyed. Port 
Said and Ismailia are also heavily 
damaged. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The California 


secretary of state says a tax lawyer's 
refusal to testify about a presidential 
conversation "raises the question of just 
what was discussed" immediately after 
the lawyer backdated a deed to 
President Nixon's vice presidential 
papers. 


Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown 


Jr. revealed Thursday that the lawyer, 
Frank De Marco Jr., invoked tlie 
attorney-client privilege in refusing to 
say under oath whether he told the 
President the deed was signed more 
than a year after it was dated. 


Brown is a candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for California 


governor. His camapign staff has been 
capitalizing on the Nixon papers issue hi 
promoting Brown. 


"De Marco has every right —even the 


duty —to claim the privilege unless the 
President agrees to waive it," Brown 
said. But the state official indicated he 
may ask Nixon to waive his right or to 
give his own version of the conversation. 


Nixon's deputy press secretary, 


Gerald L. Warren, said Thursday that 
the President and De Marco "did not at 
any tirae discuss any backdating of the 
deed nor did the President know 
anything about it." 


Warren also said that Nixon did not tell 


De Marco to invoke the attorney-client 


privilege when questioned about the 
deed. 


De Marco was questioned in private 


disposition proceedings hi Los Angeles 
Wednesday. The questioning was by a 
lawyer on Brown's staff, which has been 
investigating irregularities in the 
signing and notarizing of the deed. 


A congressional committee and the 


Internal Revenue Service also are 
investigating the handling of the papers, 
which Nixon valued at $376,000 and gave 
to the government, claiming income tax 
deductions as a charitable contribution.

Fire chases many to their deaths 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) —Fire 


swept through the upper floors of a 
22-story Sao Paulo bank building today, 
and at least 40 persons were killed, 
officials said. Some of the victims 
jumped to their deaths. 


At least 25 persons on the roof of the 


building, owned and occupied by the 
Crefisul Investment Bank, waved 
frantically to circling helicopters as 
towering flames and smoke rose from 
the floors below. 


Because of the heat and smoke, the 


helicopters were unable to land on the 
building until nearly two hours after the 
fire started. When the flames stopped 
licking up the side of the gutted 
structure, the choppers took turns 


landing on the roof and carrying away 
survivors. 


Dozens of occupants of the building 


waited on the few balconies not engulfed 
in flames as firemen put ladders up. The 
ladders reached only to the Ilth floor, 
and many persons on higher balconies 
tried to lower themselves by sheets and 
ropes. 


Other persons jumped to the street. 


Some bodies lay among the debris and 
broken glass that showered from the 
building. 


"I saw several bodies being picked 


up," said 1st Sgt. Alicio Zanca of the Sao 
Paulo police. "The bottoms of their feet 
were burned. That made them 
desperate." 


Zanca said he saw "15 persons, more 


or less" jump to their deaths. "I 
presume there are more dead above," he 
said, estimating that the bodies still in 
the building could number "20 more." 


In February of 1972, a fire devastated 


a department store and office building 
not far from the bank building that 
burned today. Twenty persons died in 
the 1972 fire, some of them also jumping 
from the 29-story Andraus Building. 


As firemen worked today to bring 


survivors down the ladder, two persons 
jumped or fell from higher balconies and 
hit the ladder. In one case, the impact 
knocked two other persons off the ladder 
to the street several stories below. 


More than an hour after the fire 


started, two more rescue ladders were 
put up. 


A rescue worker with a bull horn 


shouted up to persons trying to get to the 
ladders: "One at a time. All will be 
saved. Go slowly." 


By 11 a.m., two hours after the fire 


started, flames were no longer visible in 
the gutted structure. A few persons still 
waited to be rescued from high bal- 
conies, and the helicopters picked up 
people on the roof. 


Bandeira Plaza, in front of the bank 


building, was jammed with red fire 
trucks and white ambulances. 
Thousands of persons watched the fire 
from nearby streets. 


York expects gasoline rationing by summer

Stanley York, Wisconsin's emergency 


energy coordinator, said Thursday night 
that nationwide gasoline rationing is a 
virtual certainty by this summer. 


But York and the director of the 


Wisconsin Petroleum Association had 
better news about fuel oil supplies. Both 
men said that conservation by con- 
sumers has enabled the state to weather 
the heating fuel crisis. 


"We will have rationing by the first of 


June," York said to a Chamber of 
Commerce meeting in Two Rivers. "I 
expect the announcement will be made 


by the first of March and I really expect 
it will come into play much quicker than 
the first of June." 


He cited a general tightening of 


gasoline supplies in the past month for 
his prediction. 


"The supply of motor gas across the 


state is tight," he said. "It is tighter than 
we expected it to be and shows no signs 
of loosening in the next several months." 


"I was predicting that there was a 52 


per cent chance that there would be 
gasoline rationing," York said. 
"Frankly, after what's happened during 
the past week, I would say it's a virtual 


certainty." 


But York and Robert Felker, director 


of the petroleum association, said mild 
temperatures and efforts of energy- 
conscious consumers had taken the 
threat cut of the fuel oil situation. 


"We're out of trouble," Felker said in 


Meanwhile, what has become a 


regular end-of-the-month shortage of 
gasoline at many metropolitan service 
stations was expected to begin to ease 
today.

sage, scheduled to go to Congress 
Monday. It showed the budget for fiscal

of S9.4 billion. 


Defense spending will rise about $7 


billion to a record level of $87.7 billion. 


Nixon said the budget will impose 


moderate economic restraint, because 
the total spending does not surpass the 
revenues that would be brought in by the 
government in a time of high prosperity. 


He promised to step in and increase 


federal spending if necessary to keep the 
unemployment rate from going too high 
as a result of the energy crisis. 


But what the economy now needs, 


after two years of upheaval, is a "greater 


steadiness of policy," he said.

Nixon's resignation 
favored in state poll 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., said today a majority 
of Wisconsin residents responding to a 
poll favor President Nixon's resignation, 
but not his impeachment. 


A majority also are for the rationing of 


gasoline, he said. 


Proxmire said questionnaires were 


sent to 100,000 Wisconsin residents and 
more than 15,000 were returned. 


Fifty-five per cent of the respondents 


believed the President should resign; 43 
per cent said he should not, he said. 


The impeachment of the President 


was opposed 53 per cent to 44 per cent, 
Proxmire said. 


"In the area of energy, more than 


three out of four persons do not believe 
the energy crisis is real but that it was 
created by the policies of the big oil 
companies," Proxmire said.

implemented, gas stations closed on 
Sundays, big gas-guzzling cars taxed 
extra, and Daylight Saving Time 
continued to fight the energy shortage." 


Rationing was favored 53 to 44 per cent 


and the easing of pollution control 
standards was favored 69 per cent to 29 
per cent. 


British miner vote 
leaning toward strike 


LONDON (AP) —Leaders of the mine 


union estimated today that the strike 
vote in the coal fields was running 65 per 
cent in favor of a walkout to reinforce the 
miners' demands for pay raises above 
Prime Minister Edward Heath's anti- 
inflation wage ceilings. 


The strike vote among the 280,000 


miners began Thursday and ends today, 
with the count expected to be completed 
Sunday.

No end-of-month gas 
shortages likely here

Gasoline supplies could be ex- 


tremely short in the Milwaukee 
and Madison areas this weekend, 
but most Fox Cities service sta- 
tions say there rhould not be any 
problems locally. 


Art C. Johnson, executi%re vice 


president of the Wisconsin Retail 
Gasoline Dealers Association, said 
the shortages could occur if 
suppliers do not start delivering 
February allocations until next 
week. "They don't want to start 
making deliveries on Friday and 
then stop for the weekend," he 
said. 


At the same time, motorists can 


expect to see higher prices on.the 
gas pumps of most major brands, 
except Standard Oil, effective with 
the next delivery of gasoline to the 
stations- 


Robert Malchow, operator of 


West College Avenue Car Wash, 
said he has been notified by Arco 
that the price is going up 2.6 cents 
per gallon Friday. Johnson said an 
across-the-board 
price increase 


could be anticipated from all of the 
majors. 


The present pricing structure of 


gasoline has created what Clarence 
"Butch" VanderPutten termed a 
"price war" situation and has ac- 
tually left some stations with con- 
siderable amounts of gasoline left 
over from their January allot- 
ments. 


VanderPutten, president of the 


Fox Cities Retail Gasoline Dealers 
Association and a Standard Oil 
station operator, said he still has 
7,000 gallons left of his January 
allotment. 


Standard Oil boosted its prices at 


the beginning of January and 


averages about four cents a gallon 
more than other major brands and 
as much as 11 cents a gallon more 
than some of the company-owned 
and operated chains. 


Johnson said that most Standard 


Oil stations in Wisconsin and 
Illinois had adequate supplies of 
gasoline because of their prices 
being higher than anyone elses. He 
said he expected the situation to 
change somewhat with the other oil 
companies boosting their prices. 


Johnson said the independent 


station operators —those who lease 
their stations from the major oil 
companies or own the facilities 
outright — were being severely 
hurt by the price situation. 


He noted the company-operated

Creek, has written the governor that he 
is "shocked" that Lucey did not 
include funding for bridge construction 
in his budget review proposals for this 
year's session of she legislature. 


Lorge called on Lucey to either sup- 


port an increase >n state bridge bond- 
ing authority — which would allow for 
the state to furnish its share of mone%" 
for bridges in Appleton, Fremont and 
seven other communities — or use 
slightly over $40 million of 
the 


projected $54 miihon that Lucey said is 
available for new programs 
for 


bridges. 


Lucey recommended, in a message 


to the legislature Wednesday, that only 
$26 million of that money be spent and 
the rest be held in reserve because of 
the "uncertainty of the national 
economic outlook." 


"While I agree with you that we 


should not enact an increase in the gas 
tax, I still feel that the inadequate and 
hazardous bridges" in the state should 
be funded now, before accidents occur 
or the prices for the spans increase 
any more.

The state legislature approved 


bridge bonding up to $35 million in 
1969 for one-third help in construction 
of several bridges.

Ijorge said there was a good chance

Mr. Lucey's message 


Gov. Lucey has shown during the last three years that in 


spite of his sometimes solemn manner he enjoys the 
ceremonial trappings of high office. More than any state 
executive in memory, he has solicited opportunities to 
address the legislature in joint session in person. If our 
count is correct, his appearance this week for the budget 
review message, so-called, was the seventh during the life of 
this legislature. 


Notwithstanding the panopoJy and publicity inevitably 


generated, there was little that was strikingly new in his 
latest executive report combined with recommendations. 
Basically it v.as a confession of concern about the state of 
the nation and its economy, from which Wisconsin cannot be 
separated. 


The governor was solemn and uncertain, as no doubt are 


most of his constituents as they contemplate the economic 
events of the season. Remembering that he leads the liberal 
political establishment of Wisconsin, his earnest appeal to 
resist temptations to spend beyond what is already far and 
away the most generous state budget in history may 
appear somewhat incongruous. Yet and again, the state 
treasury is as surely the potential victim of the nation's 
uncertain economy as is the father in the humblest 
lousehold in the state. The governor's appeal to the 
legislature to hold down additional expenditures at this 
sitting to one per cent, thus to retain a one per cent margin 
of safety, will appear reasonable enough. 


In a private household, indeed, such thin calculations 


might appear improvident. But the governor knows, as one 
of the veterans of Wisconsin politics, that financial advisors 
are cautious men. It is always a comfortable experience to 
announce later in the year, perhaps in September or October 
when the voters are pondering their choices in the 
November balloting, that there was a somewhat larger 
surplus margin in the state's exchequer after all. 


Most of the legislative policy objectives otherwise outlined 


by the governor were repetitious. The fact that he found it 
necessary to repeat them may remind some of his constit- 
uents that even feis friends in the Democratic assembly 
have appeared less than anxious to enact them. Yet for the 
most part they respond to actual public problems and are 
deserving of honest legislative consideration. 


The governor is a good political psychologist. The elec- 


torate is restive. Huge segments of it are disillusioned. 
There is a suspicion of partisan appeals. That Mr. Lucey 
should turn for a quotation to support his fiscal position, of 
all his predecessors, to the late Gov. Goodland, a nominal 
Republican but above all an utterly independent and cur- 
mudgeon-like octogenarian who was the most popular 
politician in the state a quarter of a century ago, is highly- 
suggestive.

The manager of General Electric Company's energy-

Water could be hauled from nearby streams by woman 


power and save a lot of electric pump usage. Wood stoves 
could be exhumed and if women took over the chopping 
chores (in line with their demands for equality), much gas 
could be saved. Women could go back to making candles 
(after first raising and slaughtering the hogs and rendering 
the fat), spinning yarn (ditto with the sheep), and of course 
using foot power for the sewing machines to make all the 
family's clothes. They might even chew the hides to make 
the skins nice and soft for baby booties. The fuel saved from 
television soap operas alone would probably drive every 
snowmobile for the men's races in the country.

Cartographic discovery is hoax 


In 1965, officials at Yale University announced "the most 


exciting cartographic discovery of the century." It was a 
map which included Greenland and "Viniandia Insuia." It 
seemed to prove that Lief Erickson did discover America. 


But last week university officials made another announce- 


ment about the map. It was a forgery, they said. A new 
chemical technique had revealed that the ink used contained 
anatase which presumably wasn't invented until the 1920's. 


Which Europeans first journeyed to this hemisphere has 


been a subject for speculation for some time. But the 
Vinland map suggests an even greater mystery —what is it 
that prompts individuals to go to the immense'involvement 
of working out such a tremendous prank? 


The Vinland map was "discovered" in the back of a 


modernJy bound book in a small bookstore in Spain in 1957. 
An American, Laurence Witten, says he found it there and 
upon reading part of its inscription "nearly had a stroke on 
the spot." The Latin inscription said in part "by God's will 
after a long voyage from the island of Greenland to the south 
toward the most distant remaining parts of the western 
ocean sea, sailing southward amidst the ice. the companions 
Bjanix and Leif jtrickson discovered a new land, extremely 
fertile and even having vines, the which island they named 
Vinland." 


The map clearly didn't fit in the book — even the 


wormholes were different. But back in the United States one 
day Witten heard of another find, a fragment of Vincent de 
Beauvais' Speculum Historiale. Lo and behold, the map fit 
right in. 


After several years of investigation an anonymous donor 


purchased the map from Witten to give to Yale. Italians who 
prefer Columbus as America's discoverer protested the 
find's authenticity. So did other scholars but no one really 
knew until the ink finding. 
"The episode recalls that of the Kensington Stone, found in 
eastern Minnesota and purporting to record the visit of 
some Scandinavians in the 11th Century to that part of North 
America. Upheld by Ephraim's Hjalmar Holand, the stone's 
authenticity has never been satisfactorily proved or 
disproved.

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Schreiber finds ombudsman rewarding 


MADISON — A'hatever me future may hold 


for mm, Martin Schreiber will be remembered 
as the man who managed to bring some notice 
to the office of Lieutenant governor for the first 
tame in the history of the state. 


There are those who have doubts about the 


legitimacy of his minor triumph, as will be 
related later, bu; they won't deny that his effort 
has beer, strenuous and to a substantial degree 
successful. 


During almost all of its history Wisconsin's 


political parties have regarded the office as 
somewhat similar to the duty of the undertaker. 
The incumbent should be moderate!'/ intelligent 
and responsible —because there is always the 
chance that the governorship will be vacated bv 
death or incapacitanon. Tasteless Httie jokes 
have been associated with it. some of them 
contrived or plagiarized. 


As one example, the tale of the mother who 


mourned two sons, one of whom was lost at sea. 
and the other who was elected lieutenant 
governor, was originally used to illustrate the 
traditional obscurity and 
impotence of 


American vice presidents. 


A few decades ago when an extraordinarily 


old man held the governorship, and the arimarv 
election ballot of his party attracted a troop of 
eager aspirants for the No. 2 ticket nomination, 
irreverent reporters promptly described it as 
the "pallbearers club." 


A dozen No. 2s in this reporter's acquaintance 


found the office boring because of lack of real 
function- The occupant presides over the Senate 
but he is not a part of it. He cannot involve 
himself in floor discussions. Ke cannot in- 
troduce a bill or resolution. Occasionally he 
votes to break a tie or has the opportunity to 
make a parliamentary ruling of some import. 
The No. 2 constitutional office-holder- was given 
a secretary only a few decades ago., and it was 
largely a matter of patronage. She was his 
daughter, and she needed college expenses. 


Today Schreiber has a staff and a budget that 


would have caused his predecessors to drool. 
Nineteen helpers, receiving substantially 
higher salaries than their patron, labor in his 
office. He occupies a commodious and attrac- 
tively decorated suite on the Capitol's ground 
floor, symbolically located directly under the 
governor's office. 


Kis salary is niggardly, comparatively and 


actually. But there are cozy perquisites his 
many predecessors never conceived, including 
a state-owned car and the expense account 
privileges that reflect the legislature's generous 
tastes. 


Schreiber owes vinaully all of such advan- 


tages that his figure-head predecessors never 
enjoyed to his patron. Gov. Lucey. and under 
the Lucey-sponsored salary schedule recently 


enacted he will get a substantially more 
generous salary check starting next January — 
the electorate permitting. 


The governor made him chairman of the 


Council.on Consumer Affairs, and he is a 
member of a strategically important legislative 
committee on the revision of the insurance laws. 


But Schreiber's greatest boon since he came 


into his office was his designation by Lucey as 
the state's "ombudsman" with respect to nurs- 
ing home complaints. 


That assignment accounts for 11 of the jobs 


ur.der his control. 


But it may also turn out to be his greatest 


hazard. The titular designation is pretentious. 
One may doubt that more than a tiny fraction of 
the electorate can define it. Among those who 
can do so, there is an awareness that the title 
borrowed from the Swedish is somewhat loosely 
applied to Schreiber. 


More pertinently, and without suggesting a 


judgment on the merit of the enterprise 
generously funded with federal dollars, there is 
a spreading feeling that whatever the lieuten- 
naiH governor is learning and doing as he 
handles complaints about nursing homes, he is 
also obviouslv concerned about harvesting poli- 
tical publicity. 


The best publicity is spontaneous. Much of the 


Schreiber scrapbook betrays contrived personal 
promotion and transparent political motivation.

I was stopped on a downtown street 


the other day by a iady who detached 
herself from her male companion, 
grasped my hand, identified herself as a 
Constant Reader, and exclaimed.

compliment, as nice a one as I have

"forever." 


To live past one's children's death, 


and even one's grandchildren's death. 
To live on and on, when ail loved ones 
are gone, a stranger in a strange land, 
an aging observer from the past, almost 
iike an alien from another planet. A 
horrifying prospect, more than an 
edifying one. 


The lady meant well, and 1 under- 


stood what she was saying. But even 
though we are bom with a craving for 
immortality-ihe child does not believe 
he win ever really die, and a world 
without himself as the center of it 
seems inconceivable^-ei maturity must 
bring an acceptance, ana even a kind of 
relief, that eternitv here wili not be our 
iot. 


To yearn for death is pathological; 


equally, 
though, to 
push 
away 


hysterically the thought of its inevit- 
ability is just as sick- 


When my mother died last summer, 


she was eminently ready for it, and 
would not have approved of the 
desperate mechanical efforts to keep 
her alive. Her course had been" run, 
and she would have resented the idea of 
being maintained as little more than a 
breathing vegetable for years. 


But even if we are not ill, even if, like 


iiihonus. the goddess grants us immor- 
tality, how appalling it would be. both 
socially and psychologically, to live far 
beyond the span of our natural contem- 
poraries, 
to become a 
kind of 


chronological freak, with no real ties of 
affection or experience to anyone living. 


The young believe, in some deep 


irrational way, that they will live 
forever, and this is part of their won- 
derful joie de vivre. But to enter mid- 
dle-age still frantically clinging to this 
illusion, and trying to keep back the tide 
of time, is to neglect the most pregnant

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Internal 


Revenue Service is prepared to make 
substantial tax refunds again to 1973 
taxpayers, especially to those who have 
not declared all their exemptions for tax 
withholding purposes. 


The IRS made record refunds totalling 


about $21 billion to 61 million taxpayers 
last year, and is projecting $23 billion in 
refunds for the 1973 tax year- 


Taxpayers who are entitled to refunds 


and who file their returns soon after the 
first of the year may get their refunds 
within four weeks. 


But the IRS says those who delay until 


near the April 15 filing deadline may 
have to wait as long as eight weeks. 


The large number of refunds results 


from an adjustment in the tax 
withholding formula for 1972 which 
sought to compensata for chronic 
under-withholding in earlier tax years. 


The IRS believes many taxpayers do 


not declare all their exemptions to their 
employer and so have more taxes than 
necessary withheld from their pay 
checks. 


These persons will get the biggest 


refunds. The IRS would prefer that all 
taxpayers have the correct amount 
withheld from their checks, but is 
resigned to the fact that many taxpayers 
like to have an annual refund and so will 


not adjust their exemptions. 


But many, if not most, wage-earners 


who do declare all of their exemptions 
also will receive refunds. 


The government is asking taxpayers 


again this vear if they want to give SI of

Legal aid 
extended 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The Senate has 


given overwhelming approval to a bill 
that would continue a federal program of 
legal service aid to the poor. 


The bill was approved 69 to 17 and now 


goes to a Senate-House conference to 
reconcile -widely differing versions 
passed by the two bodies. 


When it acted on the bill last June, the 


House adopted amendments putting 
tight restrictions on the activities of 
Legal Services lawyers. 


The Senate, which passed the measure 


Thursday night, rejected many of the 
House provisions and also numerous 
Senate amendments which supporters of 
the program said would have damaged 
it severely. 


The Nixon administration supported 


the Senate version. But some liberals 
said they feared the administration 
would switch and back restrictive House 
provisions in the conference. 


The American Bar Association, a 


strong backer of the program, said it 
wouid fight for the Senate measure. 


The bill would transfer Legal Services 


from the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, which is being dismantled, to an 
independent government corporation- 


Proponents said that Legal Services is 


perhaps the most effective of all 
antipoverty programs, aiding 500,000 
poor persons annually. It should be even 
more successful under the new status, 
they contended. 


But Senate foes of the program, mostly- 


Republican conservatives, mounted a 
broad attack in the debate. 


They said young Legal Services 


lawyers were less interested in solving 
the individual problems of poor persons 
than in initiating broad cases attacking 
the welfare system or other government 
programs. 


In addition, they charged that the 


Sawyers had engaged in liberal political 
activities, and had represented 
criminals and militants.

Republican said, that he will withdraw 
his name from contention. But he ad- 
ded-jhai "any rumors that I have been 
asked to do so are absolutely false." 


Davis said that he has talked with 


White House officials about the ap- 
pointment within the past three weeks 
but said that no answer about his fu- 
ture was forthcoming. 


Davis added that he has the backing 


of newly appointed U. S. Atty. Gen. 


William B. Saxbe in the struggle, a 
point disputed by another Wisconsin 
source here. 


State Republicans have been con- 


ducting an open campaign to win a 
White House decision on Davis as 
quickly as possible- They contend that 
the uncertainty is blocking the possible 
gubernatorial campaign of Atty. Gen. 
Robert W. Warren. Warren wants the 
judgeship if it does not go to Davis. 


If Davis withdraws his name, or fails 


to win the nomination from Nixon, 
according to one Republican source 
here Warren quickly will be nominated 
by Nixon so that other Wisconsin 
Republicans can begin campaigning 
for the governorship. 


The nomination of Warren would not 


be delayed until after a race against 
Democratic Gov. Patrick J. Lucey, the

Henry 
Reuss, a Democrat who received 
contributions of 514,829 and spent 
512,613 


His opponent, Frederick Van Hecke, 


received 54,730 and spent 54,753. 


In all Wisconsin races for the House, 


incumbents received 5540,443 in con- 
tributions, nearly four times the 5136,989 
received by their challengers. 


There were no Senate contests in 


Wisconsin in 1972. 


Close behind Froehlich in spending 


was incumbent GOP Rep. Vernon 
Thomson, who received contributions of 
576,865 and spent 576,853. He defeated 
Walter Thoresen, who received 549,202 
and spent 549,328. 


Rep. Les Aspin, an incumbent 


Democrat, spent S70.326 of the S82,852 he 
received, the study showed, while his 
rival, Merrill Sialbaum, spent all of the 
512,062 he received. 


Two incumbents were pitted against 


each other when redistnctmg cost the 
state one House seat. 


Rep. David Obey, the Democrat who 


won the seat, received 574,427 and spent 
564,054, according to the Common Cause 
report. GOP incumbent Alvin O'Konski 
received 542,480 and spent 542,772 in a 
losing cause. 


In other House races. Democratic Rep. 


Clement Zablocki spent 515,871 of the 
516,782 he received, while his losing 
opponent. Phillip Mrozmski, received 
and spent only $375, the study found. 


Republican Rep. Glenn Davis won 


re-election over Ralph Fine after 
spending $59,737 of the 572,879 he 
received.

It approved 75-22 a bill for fees for

loosened its grip on legislation that 
would complete the merger of the 
University of Wisconsin and State 
University Systems. 


The committee voted 9-3 to send the 


controversial measure to the Assembly 
floor after sitting on the bill for almost 
nine months and holding several public 
hearings. 


"There is still rough sledding ahead 


for 
this bill," said Senior 
Vice- 


President Donald Smith, "but that's 
better than no sledding at all." 


The bill, given the capitol catch- 


phrase of "merger implementation," 
will make official the merger of the 
two school systems that is now in 
practice. 


Several members of the committee, 


citing UW arrogance, attempted to 
hold on to the bill longer in an effort to 
force a series of amendments into the 
package. Two months ago, the com- 
mittee refused to refer the bill to the 
floor pending the completion of the 
recently announced mission statements 
for all UW campuses. 


"This accusation of arrogance mys- 


tifies me," Smith said. 'I'm sure the 
university and legislature haven't had 


enough contact but I wouldn't call it 
arrogance." 


Rep. Herbert Grover, D-Shawano, 


the committee chairman and a proba- 
ble member of a compromise com- 
mittee that will eventually settle the 
argument, succeeded in pushing the 
bill out of committee by convincing the 
members that there would be sufficient 
debate on the Assembly floor. 


"We're not going to be able to 


produce an Easter basket with goodies 
for everyone," Grover said. "If the

has 
shown 
certain 


arrogance in the past, it's no reason 
for us to do the same. This will not be 
our last kick at the cat." 


Grover accused the committee of 


using the merger bill to strongarm the 
university 
to comply with other 


legislative demands but Rep. Joanne 
Duren, D-Cazenovia, replied that this 
would be the only time that the com- 
mittee would have "some power." 


A preliminary motion to delay the 


bill until another meeting with UW 
officials could be arranged failed by a 
6-6 vote. Rep. James Azim, R-Mus- 
coda, then said he would support the 
bill with Grover's assurance that it will 
"not be lock-stepped through the As- 
sembly." 


The bill is now on the Assembly's 


calendar and will be sent to the Joint 


Finance Committee. The merger bill 
was included Wednesday among Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey's priorities for the 
current two-month floor session. 


"It's s-iiy for us to delay this bill," 


Grover said later. "The University was 
ordered to merge and now they are 
saying they will comply. So what does 
the legislature do, it holds the bill up."
